Ii seemed to mc such a tragedy that he could not have been ade­ 
quately honored while yet in life. 
Mr. Henry Ford did a great service to a noble mail, and to the world 
at lame, by honoring Edison before he died. 
I shall never forget the 
happy smile upon the great inventor s face all during the event. 
He was 
as happy as a boy, and appreciated, more than words could express, the 
tribute by and from his friend. 
People say such wonderful things about a man or woman after he or 
she is dead. 
Why are honer and appreciation so often withheld? 
Death is the only certain thing about life. 
Why, therefore, should we 
be so prone to withhold lh? gifts of our love and appreciation here and 
now? 
Life is such a fractional affair. 
Toe loved ones slip out so noise­ 
lessly and unannounced. 
I liked the Rt. Hon. Stanley Baldwin so much 
more when I read of how he wrote an encouraging letter to Mary Webb 
about her neglected books, just, before she died. 
That letter of his gave 
her such a wealth of happiness. 
After W II. Hudson died he was acclaimed by the greatest writers in 
the world as one of the rarest of souls, with a style that was unique— 
but it was too late to clo Hudson much good. 
He left a priceless heritage 
to literature and the memory of one of the most gentle and courageous

but honor came too late to him to make him happy.
